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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on January 6, 2004, the examiner has carefully 
considered the amendments. The examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 12, 14, 16, 
22, and 29 and the addition of new claims 35~37. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 2nd 
paragraph for claims 1-2, 7-8, 11-14, 20, 22, and 29 have been overcome by the amendment 
and has hereby been withdrawn for consideration. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant' s arguments, see Amendment, filed January 6, 2004, with respect to claims 1- 
37 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-10, 12-15, 20, 22- 
25, and 27-34 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 USC 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Bayards et al (WO 99/14254) has been withdrawn. While 
Bayards et al teaches similar solid compositions, Bayards et al fails to expressly teach and/or 
fairly suggest a solid composition wherein at least the copolymer component or the at least one 
solid polymeric compound has a chemically bonded stabilizer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-11, 13, 15, 17-21, 23-28, and 30-37 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance is a chemically bonded stabilizer to either the methacrylate copolymer as 
defined in the claims or the solid polymeric compound having a parent structure and on average 
per molecule more than one group having at least one bond activatible by actinic radiation as 
defined in the claims in a solid composition. While the prior art teaches similar solid 
compositions, the prior art fails to expressly teach and/or fairly suggest that any component 
within said solid composition has a stabilizer chemically bond therein. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled " Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
